VISITED  VICTORY 

Queen  Victoria  vi.sited  tlie  Victory 
In  1844,  on  Trafalgar  Day.  Her  Maj- 
esty and  the  Prince  Consort  were 
con.iru  into  harbor  from  the  l£le 
or  Wight,  and  it  is  sUted  that  the 
visit  vras  due  to  the  Queen  ehanc- 
Ing  to  observe  the  laurel  at  the  Vic- 
tory's masthead,  which  suggested 
the  idea  of  again  foiBf  over  the 
ship. 

In  1845  th»'  Victory  wiis  .^Jpplied 
with  the  rigging  from  the  Magicl- 
enne.  a  fifth-rate,  which  much  re- 
lieved the  strain  on  the  hulL  In 
1858  the  turned  ptOaia  ta  the  hold 
were  removed  to  make  the  legs  of 
the  table  now  at  the  Royal  United 
Service  Museum,  Whiteluill,  on 
Which  the  model  of  tiie  Battle  of 
Trafalgar  standa. 

In  IMt  the  Vlctorjr  was  paid  off  as 
flagship  at  Portsmouth,  and  from 

then  to  August  1.  1891,  she  filled  the 
past  of  tender  to  her  successor  at 
PorUsmouth.  the  131  gun  screw  ship 
Duke  of  Wellington,  built  in  1852.  In 
that  period  TrafaUar  Day  of  1887 
is  noteworthy  for  a  dangeroua  leak 
that  suddenly  devak^ed.  oompeUlng 
her  immediate  docking.  She  was 
again  In  even  more  serious  peril  In 
1903,  when  the  ex-battle.ship  Nep- 
tune, while  tx-iiig  towed  out  of  Ports- 
mouth Harbor,  rammed  her  below 
water.  In  the  course  of  the  conse- 
quent repairs,  certain  rearrange- 
ments wore  aiada  in  the  ooekplt 
owing  to  the  ooming  to  light  of  doe- 
u  men  Us  In  regard  to  the  asaot  apot 
where  Nelson  died. 

I'tu'  flags  In  the  hoLsts  compoNing 
the  signal,  "England  expecU  that 
every  man  wlU  do  his  duty."  was 
first  displayed  on  board  the  old  ship 
on  October  81,  1889.

realization  of  what  that  sea  victory  meant  Tliat 
Is  evidenced  In  the  recent  pronouncement  of  the 
present  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  that  what- 
ever conditions  may  be,  the  strength  of  the  British 
Empire  relative  to  other  countries  must  never  be 
allowed  to  sink  so  low  as  In  the  past.  That  Em- 
pire, or  rather  Oreat  Britain,  has  tried  the  ex- 
periment of  one-sided  disarmament.  By  doing 
so  it  has  seen  the  breakdown  of  negotiations  for 
peare,  it  hss  Imperiled  peace  Itself,  it  has  seen 
the  margin  of  security  go  by  the  board.  Oreat 
Britain  hereafter  will  pursue  the  path  of  safety 
and  carqr  ost  to  Ita  utmost  the  lesaon  of  Tra- 
falgar. 

It  is  fitting,  therefore,  that  such  a  victory 
should  be  renK^mbered  and  that  each  succeeding 
generation  should  fortify  it.self  by  the  traditions 
of  the  past.  Trafalgar  demonstrated  that  the 
Navy  was  what  the  late  King  George  called,  "the 
sure  .shield*  of  Emi)ire.

It  was  a 
strikin;;  Illustration  of  flir  innu'  iK-e  of  sea  power 
and  was  apprai.sed  as  sucli  by  Captain  A.  T. 
NCahan,  one  of  the  most  noted  of  sea  historians,

"Ti^cy  were  dull,  weary,  eventless  monllis,  those 
montlis  of  watching  and  waiting  of  the  big  ships 
before  the  French  arsenals.

WHEAT  AND  RKCOVERY 


Wheat  a  few  days  aeo,  on  the  Winnipeg  grain 
market,  reached  a  high  of  $1.13 ■•h,  which  means 
a  dollar  a  bushel  for  the  farmer  for  his  No.  1. 
This  is  a  strong  element  in  the  recovery  that 
Canada  Is  experiencing.  This  price,  the  most  en- 
couraging during  the  past  six  years,  la  due  to 
shrinking  world  suf-plirs  because  of  drought' and 
threatening  adverse  weather  conditions  In  South 
America's  grain  territory.  It  means  that  there  Is 
a  steady  export  of  Canadian  whe.it  which  is  likely 
to  be  maintained  for  some  months  to  come,  and 
at  present  the  movement  overseas  and  into  the 
United  States  considerably  exceeds  that  of  a 

Sago.  In  a  two-month  period  recently  43,000,- 
bushels  of  wheat  were  shli^Md  overseas,  or 
the  United  Stales,  as  compared  with  an 
export  of  i6,250,000  bushels  for  the  Sisme  period 
a  year  ago.  / 

The  Wheat  Board  foNcasts  a  sttbsUntial  ex- 
port movement  during  the  next  two  months,  and 
points  out  that  cargo  space  to  certain  British 
ports  during  the  present  month  has  been  scarce. 
The  freight  rates  from  Montreal  and  other  St. 
Lawrence  and  Atlantic  ports  are  about  the  same 
as  in  September,  but  there  has  been  a  sharp  rise 
in  the  rate  from  Vancouver,  which  is  explained 
by  the  possibility  of  trouble  developing  among 
longshoremen  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Liverpool 
believes  that  conditions  are  ripe  for  advancing 
wheat  prices,  and  Chicago  holds  the  same  opinion^ 
This  is  all  to  the  advantage  of  Canada  with^tts 
surplus  flowing  to  export  markets  The  farmer  of 
the  Prairies  Is  now  receiving  a  higlier  price  for 
his  wheat  than  at  any  time  ahiee  1930.

"Prolonged 
eyestrain  causes  wrinkles  to  appear 
prematurely  and  gives  the  counten- 
ance a  Btralncd.  anxloua,  tired, 
drawn  look,  which  to  very  oharae- 
terustic  and  is  far  more  to  be  avold- 
e<i  from  the  viewpoint  of  appear- 
ance, ih.an  the  -sl:s.;hl  disfiKuremenl 
of  glasses.  Indeed,  so  far  from  bemg 
tmbooomlng,  there  are  some  types 
of  face  to  which  glaaaaa  juat  add  the 
finishing  touch." 

Unfortunately,  sometmw.s,  thi 
glasses  are  not  adjusted  properly,  do 
not  fit  nicely  over  the  bridge  of  the 
nose— the  frame  part  over  the  ears 
la  too  long  or  too  short,  or  one  glass 
is  a  little  MX)  high  for  the  centre  of 
vision  in  one  eye  and  too  low  in  the 
other.

"In  order  to  get  the  In- 
tended optical  ellcct,  the  eye.s,  when 
looking  straight  ahead,  should  look 
squarely  through  the  optical  centre 
of  the  iMiaea  or  aUgbtly  above  the 
centres,  especially  if  the  patient  Is 
tall  and  looks  down  more  than  up. 
But  If  one  eye  looks  through  Its 
lense  above  and  the  other  more  or 

when  glaaaea  are  tipped,  ono  up  and 
the  other  down,  the  result  mar  be 

to  cause  eyestrain.  So  may  trouble 
be  caused  when  the  lenses  are 
farther  apart  or  nearer  together 
than  the  oyoa  aro.  As  a  rule  the 
lenses  should  be  as  near  tho  eyea  aa 
possible;  the  opt  leal  elTect  Ls  better; 
the  wearer  is  le.ss  likelv  to  look 
around  the  glasses;  lie  notices  the 
rlaui  loaa;  aa  the  glasses  project  less 
they  ar«  lom  likely  to  ba  knocked 
off  accidently:  tha  apptaraneo  U 
better." 

If  you  have  recently  been  ftttod 
with  glasaea  by  an  ocullat  or  an  oi)- 
tometrlJit  and  find  that  the  glaaaes 

are  not  as  romfortable  and  you  do 
not  see  as  well  as  when  you  were 
just  fitted,  you  should  ron.sult  them 
Ht  once  because  It  Is  likely  due  to  a 
llttW  bend  Iti  the  framework,  or  you 
mav  not  be  wearing  them  properly. 
A  ilttle  adjustment  may  save  your 
evesinht  and  alio  yoor  peace  of 
mind,
